This cut represents our new 15 inch Mower, with 8 }{ 
inch driving wheels, and 9^ inch wiper or revolving knife- 
cylinder. It weighs 51 lbs., runs light for one man, and 
does perfect work. On large open lawns it is a very 
desirable size. 

We especially recommend our 6^ inch driv¬ 
ing wheel machines, cuts of which we print on the outside 
pages. 

We make 6ve sizes of this style, which ntrty be chosen 
according to the size of the lawn: for small lawns or city 
grass plots, the 10 inch, 12 inch and 14 inch are sufficient, 
but for general purposes, and where the laarn covers one- 
eighth of an acre and over, the 16 inch is the best size. 
Where the ground is smooth and the grass is cut every week, 
the 18 inch and 20 inch arc used to advantage. 

As these machines may be seen in operation in nearly 
every town and village throughout the United States and 
Canada, any lengthy description of them is deemed un¬ 
necessary. They are by far the lightest running and easiest 
handled machines made, and are warranted to do as good 
work as any lawn mower in the market. 

We ask the special attention of those using the Phila¬ 
delphia Lawn Mowers to the printed directions sent with 
each machine, and to the fact, that if kept properly ad¬ 
justed they are self-sharpening, and are so simple and 
compact that it is almost impossible to get them out of order 
unless unreasonably abused.
